Peace 
Plan Is 
Repeated 


U.N. Hears 
British Plea 


United Nations, N.Y. fUPI) 


—British Foreign Sec. George 
Brown put his six-point plan 
for peace in Vietmam before 
the General Assembly Tues- 
day despite its blunt rejection 
by Communist North Vietnam. 


Brown, speaking as one of 


the co-chairmen of the par- 
ley, a p p e a l e d from t h e 
assembly rostrum to Soviet 
Foreign Minister A n d r e i 
Gromyko, the other co-chair- 
man to j o i n in reconvening 
the 1954 Geneva Conference 
which created the •'neutral" 
states froaa the former French 
Indochina. 


Referring to peace propos- 


als made by President John- 
son and offered to the assem- 
bly by U.S. Ambassador Ar- 
thur Goldberg in 
package 


form, Brown told the world 
parliament: 


"Hanoi has in fact blocked 


the way to progress through 
negotiations a n d a political 
settlement . . . so far we look 
in vain for a response. 


'"But even so, I am con- 


vinced there is now common 
g r o u n d in the 1954 Geneva 
agreements which both the 
N o r t h Vietnamese and the 
United States have said can 
be a basis for a settlement." 


Invitation 


Addressing himself to Gro- 


myko. Brown said: 


"I invite him to join with 


me in reconvening the Gene- 
va Conference and to join 
uith me today." 


Brown planned later Tues- 


day to hold his second confer- 
ence with Gromyko since his 
arrival from London last Fri- 
day. Their first meeting, last 
Saturday, brought no hint of 
Soviet willingness to soften its 
hard line on Vietnam peace.

flight to Canada. He waived 
hearing on the charges and 
was released on his own recog- 
nizance by U.S. Commissioner 
Max Schiffman in Brooklyn.

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Calm Eye in DMZ Begins to Quiver 


Ben Hai, Vietnam (UPI) 


— The rules of foe war say 
no rumble of tanks should 
be heard among the sleepy 
farm and fishing hamlets 
standing placidly on t h e 
banks of the Ben Hai River. 


Nor should the crackle of 


small arms fire echo over 
the muddy waterway as it 
meanders westward toward 
Laos from the South China 
Sea. 


But rules of war a r e 


often broken and the swoosh 
of jet aircraft overhead is 
not all that breaks the 
pastoral solemnity. 


Here should stand t h e 


calm eye of the turbulent 
war. But today the eye 
quivers. 


This is no man's land. 
Today. 
Some Tomorrow 


On some tomorrow, it 


may become the bloodiest 
battlefield of the Vietnam 
war. 


The Ben Hai River de- 


f i n e s the Demilitarized 
Zone, established by t h e 
1954 Geneva convention as 
a buffer between North and 
South Vietnam. Running 
country-wide three m i l e s 
north and three miles south 
of the river, the DMZ is 
supposed to be kept free of 
all military activity. 
But American military 


commanders believe there 
are at least two North Viet- 
namese divisions 
bivou- 


acked in the DMZ; they 
think these divisions, and 
perhaps others, are poised 
to sweep over the river into 
South Vietnam sometime 
during the current monsoon 
season. 


The Allies have stacked 


Mix. Marine battalions just 
south of the DMZ in readi- 
ness for any invasion from 
the North. 


Lean and Mean 


"We're lean and mean," 


said a Marine commanded. 
"I bet you we can really 
clobber them." 


Despite International Con- 


trol Commission (IOC) in- 
spection teams, Hanoi, Sai- 
gon and the U.S. have all 
violated the DMZ. 


The IOC, composed of 


Canada, Poland and India, 
has not been permitted to 
carry out its function of 
keeping the DMZ demilita- 
rized.

Cleveland (UPI — Stiff 


rules governing news media 
will be in effect Wednesday 
at a change of venue hearing 
for accused wife-slayer Dr. 
Samuel Sheppard. 


Anxious to prevent another 


"circus," as the U.S. Su- 
preme Court characterized 
Sheppard's first trial, Judge 
Francis J Talty announced 
Monday that only 14 news- 
men will be permitted to 
cover the trial and inter- 
views with any of the partici- 
pants will be strictly banned. 


It was presumed that the 


same regulations w i l l be 
applied when Sheppard goes 
on trial again for the 1954 
bludgeon slaying of his preg- 
nant wife, Marilyn. 


After serving nine years of 


a 
life 
sentence, 
Sheppard 


was freed on bond in 1964 
while his case was appealed 
to the high court which set 
aside the osteopath's murder 
conviction last June 6. 


Talty has been appointed 


judge for Sheppard's second 
trial which, barring a change 
of venue, will open Oct. 18. 
Monday's announcement was 
billed as an elaboration of a 
set of rules laid down by Roy 
McMahon, judge of the Cuy- 
hoga County Criminal Court, 
Sept 7, but in one instance 
the new rules reversed McMa- 
hon. 


Local Newsmen 


No out-of-town newspapers 


were given credentials for the 
hearing, limited to one re- 
porter each f r o m 
United 
Press International and the 
Associated Press, four news- 
men from the Cleveland Press 
and Plain Dealer, five from 
local radio stations and three 
from television stations. 


Reporters will be restricted 


to the bench behind the rail- 
ing while the rest of the seats 
will be made available to the 
public. Talty said no one may 
leave or enter the courtroom 
while tne hearing is in ses- 
sion. 


No cameras, tape record- 


ers, 
stenographic 
devices, 


teletype machines or a n y 
similar device will be per- 
mitted in the court building, 
Talty said. He also banned 
pencil sketches and pen 
drawings. 


Newsmen will be required 


to sign their names so signa- 
tures on their 
credentials 


can be checked a g a i n s t 
them and if an accredited 
newsman becomes ill, no oth- 


er member from his agency 
can take his place, the judge 
said.

military 
commanders 
and 
sped by limousine to the of- 
fices of Chief of State Gen. 
Nguyen Van Thieu and Prime 
Minister Gen. Nguyen Cao Ky 
under heavy escort. 


He brushed aside newsmen's 


questions when he emerged 
from the sessions, but in- 
formed sources said both Ky 
and Thieu told him more 
American troops were needed 
to successfully halt Commu- 
nist aggression in South Viet- 
nam. 


There was speculation that 


McNamara carried a special 
message to the two Vietnam- 
ese leaders f r o m President 
Johnson. Thieu and Ky w i l l 
represent South Vietnam at 
ifche Manila summit meeting 
two weeks from now. 


McNamara was a c c o m- 


panaed on his rounds by U.S. 
Ambassador Henry C a b o t 
Lodge, U.S. military com- 
mander Gen. William C. West- 
moreland, and Nicholas Kat- 
zenbach, the new under secre- 
tary of state. 


He met separately for about 


a half-hour each with Thieu 
and Ky.

Johnson. He is sizing up how 
much more U.S. manpower 
end money are needed. 


Sources said U.S. command- 


ers told him in conferences

Viking Map Theory Is 
'Fullof(Worm) Holes9 


Philadelphia (ffi—Justice 
Michael A. Musmanno of the 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court unveiled his case Monday 
against the Ayel University theory that Christopher Co- 
lumbus did not discover America. 


The theory is full of holes 


— wormholes, said Mus- 
manno in his book, "Co- 
lumbus Was First." N o t 
only that, charged the jur- 
ist, the wormholes w e r e 
faked. 


Musmanno, who timed his 


book for general release 
Wednesday—Columbus Day 
— was taking aim at a 
map, released last Colum- 
bus Day, by Yale research- 
ers who claim it documents 
Leif Ericson's discovery of 
A m e r i c a (or Vinland) 
years before the Genoa 
navigator ever set sail. 


The Vinland Map, say 


the Yale men, was bound 
up in a volume with two 
manuscripts which predate 
Columbus' voyage by about 
50 years. 


Later the three were sep- 


arated but wormholes in 
the map and two manu- 
scripts prove t h e three 
were once bound together, 
say the Yale researchers. 


Musmanno said: "I found 


when I studied the 
map 


that not only do the worm- 
holes not coincide, but not 
one of the w o r m s was 
s u f f i c i e n t l y 
interested 


in the Vinland map and the 
alleged two accompanying 
manuscripts to eat through 
the three documents, which 
would be the only way of 
proving the three 
docu- 


ments were bound together 
at one time." 


Alexander O. Vietor, a 


coauthor of "The Vinland 
Map and the Tartar Rela-

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tion," said Monday night, 
"I don't think Judge Mus- 
manno is thought of as be- 
ing particularly versed in 
this field."

holders picked up the ball and launched a 
bi-partisan drive to get a starting appropria- 
tion for the line in this session of Congress 
—even though chances for success appeared 
slim. 


Now the effort has been successful. An 


item of $450,000 for this purpose is included 
in public works bill approved by the House- 
Senate conference committee. This will start 
engineering and rightjof-way 
studies and 


should assure speedy completion of the $26 
million project. 


A 'major contribution toward this goal was 


made by Sen. Roman Hrusfca, a member of 
the Senate Appropriations Committee and 
of the subcommittee on public works. The ef- 
fort got Senate support also from Sen. Carl 
Curtis. 
Rep. Clair Callan worked closely with 


House leaders to promote the project and to 
get the appropriation through 
conference 


committee. Even though the line itself will 
not be built in Callan's district, its benefits 
will be state-wide. 


Governor Frank Morrison also worked ac- 


tively for administration and congressional 
acceptance of the appropriation. 


Hruska and Curtis are Republicans. Cal- 


lan and Morrison are Democrats. There is 
plenty of credit in this accomplishment for 
everyone.

There were men with a diversity of opin- 


ion. 
The Articles of Confederation had proved 


that the federal government could not operate 
efficiently without more concentration of pow- 
er. The small states feared power concentration 
in the larger states. Virginia presented a plan 
for a two house legislature, members of both 
bodies to be apportioned according to popula- 
tion.

New Jersey countered with a plan which 


was not much different from the Articles of 
Confederation based on one state, one vote. 
John Adams, who was greatly concerned, 
hastily put his ideas and governmental re- 
search into book form and shipped it off from 
London to members of the convention. From 
Paris Jefferson sent sets of Polybius and 
other ancient publicists who discoursed on 
"mixed government." 


Adams was lobbying for a strong, single 


executive. He had found in his years in Paris 
and London that the United States must have 
a stronger government. 


There were sectional interests—the South 


which was dependent on slave labor and the 
northern states who were traders. James 
Madison argued that the larger the political 
unit, the less likelihood of class or sectional 
injustice. The debate continued through the 
summer on political theory and practical ap- 
plication.

Samuel Eliot Morison in "The Oxford 


History of the American people," tells of the 
final days: 


"By mid-September the work of the Con- 


vention neared its end. The New York mem- 
bers, except Alexander Hamilton, had already 
withdrawn in disgust; others, for various ».ea- 
sons, declared they would never sign. Gouver- 
neur Morris cleverly devised a form to make 
it seem unanimous: 'Done in Convention by 
the unanimous consent of the states present 
the 17 September.' At 4:00 p.m., 17 September, 
1787, 
"the members adjourned to the City 


Tavern, dined together, and took cordial leave 
of each other.' " *

One hundred and eighty years later one 


must marvel at the wisdom of the men who 
were able to draw a constitution which has 
stood the tests of time so well. They were an 
exceptional group.

most of the others in state legislatures; five 
were under 30, four more under 35.

Washington—Republicans are making a 


mistake in interpreting President Johnson's 
trip to Manila and other Asian capitals as 
motivated solely by political 
considerations in this country. 


The forthcoming mission 


to the Far East is basically an 
international maneuver, and 
the Republicans would be on 
more logical ground if they 
pointed out the Democratic 
administration here has be- 
latedly begun to carry out the 
concepts w h i c h President 
Eisenhower and the late Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles proclaimed to the world 
when the Southeast Asia treaty was signed in 
Manila just 12 years ago. 


It has taken America a long time to real- 


ize that, among the factors which could bring 
about World War III, there are some lodged 
in Asia which are more dangerous than have 
arisen anywhere else in the world.

In September 1954, Secretary Dulles, in 


historic speeches delivered at the opening of 
the Manila conference and in the U.S. shortly 
after the treaty was signed, emphasized the 
importance to Asia of "unity for security and 
peace," including economic planning and mili- 
tary cooperation. In ratifying the new treaty, 
commitments for defense against aggression 
by armed attack were made at that time by 
several of the same countries whose repre- 
sentatives are again assembling in Manila on 
October 24 to meet with President Johnson.

Dulles declared that the "treaty recog- 


nizes also the danger of subversion and in- 
direct aggression," and "deals with this dif- 
ficult problem more explicitly than any other 
security treaty that has been made." He 
pointed out that this country also had agreed 
to "cooperate in the development of economic 
measures which will promote economic and 
social well-being" in the treaty area as well 
as in certain states not actually parties. He 
said that "the protocol also extends the treaty 
benefits to Cambodia and Laos and the free 
territory of Vietnam," and that the treaty will, 
"to the extent that Is practicable, throw a 
mantle of protection over these young na- 
tions " 


The speeches made by Dulles at Manila 


and on his return home show a remarkable 
parallel with what is being said today by Pres- 
ident Johnson and Secretary Rusk about the 


purposes of the UN in cementing the relation- 
ships of the free countries of Asia. 


In recent months substantial progress has 


been made among the free countries of Asia 
toward recognition of the fact that, with Amer- 
ican participation, much can be accomplished 
to bolster the Asian Alliance of Free Nations 
and build it up by strengthening the economic 
position of each. *

Only this week, U. Alexis Johnson, who is 


shortly to leave Ids post as deputy undersec- 
retary of state to become our new ambassa- 
dor to Japan, emphasized that the U.S. is 
seeking "a community of truly independent 
states" In the Far East. He said that this 
country will not "flag in its efforts to join with 
any country which is prepared to work with 
good will and sincerity toward the goal of 
peace, stability, prosperity and security for all 
the nations of Asia." He expressed the hope 
that "the great Chinese people will ultimately 
recognize that this is also in their true inter- 
est." 


There Oughta Be a Law 


President Johnson will dramatize the Im- 


portance of closer working arrangements be- 
tween the U.S. and Asia by visiting a half- 
dozen countries in that region late this month 
and attending the seven-nation conference to 
be held in Manila. By going to New Zealand, 
Australia, the Philippines, Thailand. Malaysia 
and South Korea, Johnson will be the first 
American President to make such a journey. 


President Johnson's mission to the Far 


East this month is a most important mile- 
stone in American diplomacy. It could result 
in the development of such a mutually bene- 
ficial relationship between the Asian countries 
and the U.S. that the leaders of Red China 
would get the point, too. They might come to 
perceive how really helpful it would be for 
the Chinese people if the policies of Peking 
were directed toward making peace in Viet- 
nam. 
This would initiate at once a new era 


in the economic progress of all countries in 
Asia.

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Rurals Insist on True Merger of Major Power Districts

Despite an announced vol- 


untary realignment of three 
of Nebraska's major public 
power districts, the state's ru- 
ral systems will ultimately in- 
sist on a true merger such as 
that envisioned by the 1965 
Legislature. 


At the same time, however, 


the rurals say they do not 
wish to throw any "cold wa- 
ter" on the realignment whose 
details are now being worked 
out by the Consumers, Loup 
River and Platte Valley pow- 
er districts. 


The rurals' position and the 


stand they will take in the 
1967 
Legislature was outlined 


by the joint legislative com- 
mittee of the Nebraska Rural 
Electric Assn. (NREA) and 
the Nebraska Electric Gener- 
ation & Transmission Cooper- 
ative (G&T). 


Paul Ogier of Wallace, rep- 


resenting the NREA, and Dil 
Blatchford of Columbus, G&T 
groups will not divert from 
their original position that the 


power districts s h o u l d be 
merged as was proposed in 
the 1965 session's LB764. 


Further action the rurals 


might take in the 1967 .session, 
they said, will depend on 
whether the voluntary realign- 
ment provides for the follow- 
ing: 


—A single generation and trans- 


mission agency to carry out the 
objective of LB764 which was 
struck down by the State Supreme 
Court. 


—The wholesale supplier will 


not compete with its customers in 
retail sales. 


—Wheeling

the trend t o w a r d more in- 
tensified use of the land, the 
bird's nesting cover is being 
destroyed, and without nest- 
ing cover 
the bird cannot 


survive. 


"This state has urged its 


people to save the nesting 
cover, and because of the 
cooperation of 
f a r m e r s , 


ranchers and various state 
and c o u n t y road depart- 
ments, we have more birds 
than states which are at- 
tempting other remedies for 
the declining pheasant popu- 
lation." 


Nebraska, with the longest 


p h e a s a n t season in the 
nation, 93 days, is "the only 
state in this region with any- 
thing approaching a realistic 
hunting season. 


"The 
shotgun has never 


had anything to do with the 
rise or fall of the pheasant 
population," the game corn- 
mi s s i o n director asserted.

With a 3-3 City Council vote facing him, Mayor Dean 


Petersen voted in favor of the indefinite postponement of a 
highly controversial proposed zoning change near 66th and O 
Streets. 
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The proposed c h a n g e of 


Zone from A-2 Single Family 
to G-l Planned Commercial 
on the 17-acre tract was made 
b." Harold and Gwendolyn 
Conant. 


Attorney Richard Peterson, 


representing the Conants, said 
the change of zone was re- 
q u e s t e d so that a 100,000 
square foot department store, 
costing $1.5 million, can be 
built. 


''I feel that we have enough 


commercial land now zoned 
in Lincoln," said the mayor 
in supporting the recommen- 
dations for denial by the city 
planning department. 


Voting in favor of indefi- 


nitely postponing the request 
•were Council members John 
•Mason, Ervin Peterson a n d 
Mrs. Helen Boosalis. Against 
•were Lloyd Hinkley, J o h n 
Comstock and Carroll Thomp- 
son. John Selleck was absent. 


The Council's action, some 


observed, might be a preview 
of future Council action on 
pending rezoning ordinances 
•\vhich would accomodate the 
development of large retail 
developments at 52nd and R 
and near 48th and Van Dorn. 


'"lie majority of the Council 


indicated that they will sup- 
port City Planning Director 
Douglas Brogden's contention 
that the d o w n t o w n core 
should remain the major re- 
tailing center for the city at 
the e x p e n s e of developing 
more suburban shopping cen- 
ters of the Gateway magni- 
tude. 


Brogden's position is upheld 


by the re g i o n a t l compre- 
hensive plan adopted by the 
planning commission several 
years ago. 


"I don't feel L i n c o l n can 


support another shopping cen- 
ter the size of Gateway even 
with a population of 250.000," 
Brogden told the Council. 


Atty. Peterson said t h r e e 


n a t i o n a l retail shopping 
firms, 
including the Wool- 


worth chain and Sears Roe- 
buck and Co., were interested 
in putting a department store 
on the now vacant tract ad- 
jacent to Gateway Shopping 
Center on the east. 


Definite Interest 


Peterson said Sears Roe- 


buck and Company has a def- 
inite interest in the Conant 
property but cannot make a 
commitment now. He asked 
the Council to refrain f r o m 
taking any action for two 
weeks until he has more in- 
formation. 


In regard to opposition to 
more shopping center devel- 
opment in Lincoln, Peterson 
said, "We can't keep people 
from desiring to shop where 
they can drive and park their 
cars." 


"If Lincoln does not pro- 


vide these opportunities, Lin- 
coln shoppers will drive to 
towns like Ceresco and Crete 
for their purchases." Peter- 
son said 


Peterson said commercial

Washington (UPI) — The 


nation's unemployment rate 
dropped again last month de- 
spite across-the-country lay- 
offs in the housing construc- 
tion trades. 


The Bureau of Labor Sta» 


tistics reported Monday that 
the jobless rate was 3.8% of 
the labor force, a slight drop 
from the 3.9% levels of July 
and August. 


The return to school of 


nearly 3 million teen-agers 
accounted for mucb of the de- 
cline in the rate, partially ob- 
scuring rising unemployment 
in housing construction. 


With this trend came pre- 


dictions, too, of rising unem- 
ployment among heavy and 
industrial construction work- 
ers as the Johnson Adminis- 
tration seeks to curb infla- 
tionary trends.

money as prime money lend- 
ers turn to other areas of in- 
vestment, seeking higher re- 
turns for their money.
